WHY DID YOU GET MARRIED IN JAPAN? 

left my country South Korea about 
14 years ago. I went to Tokyo to be an 
architect, but since the first time I saw 

Japanese traditional tattoo I fell in love 

with it, and I started tattooing traditional 

tattoos. It took 2 years to decide on 
it as a career because I had already 

studied a Long time to be an architect, 

but tattooing was absolutely the most 

amazing thing I've ever seen, so I was 
determined to go the way of the tattoo 
artist. It's just what I wanted. 



YOU PREFER REALISM AS YOUR MAIN 
STYLE* WHY SO? 

Actually I did Japanese style tattoos for 

a Long time, since 2001 . But I was very 
bored with Japanese styLe in Japan at 
the time - same pattern, simple design, 

I couldn't get any fun from my wor k, so 
I decided to move to a different country 
to learn more challenging work. I know 

Japanese style is diff icult as well. It's just 

the way I fe Lt at the time. I thought realism 

was the most difficult style in which I 
could tattoo on a person's skin. That's 
why I went to London in 2004 and worked 
there for about 3 years, but I did Japanese 
style there again because I was an artist 
from Japan, so most of my clients wanted 
Japanese styled tattoos from me. From 
about 4 years ago I finally started using 
reaLism with my clients. It took a long time 
to change my styLe, but I was really happy 
with it in the end. I still do Japanese style 

for some clients though. 



YOUR TATTOOS HAVE A CHARACTERISTIC 
DEPTH PERSPECTIVE. EYES ARE 



AN IMPORTANT ELEMENT IN YOUR 
PORTRAITURES. THEY LOOK LIKE THEY 

ARE LOOKING RIGHT AT YOU! WHAT'S 

YOUR SECRET BEHIND THIS EFFECT? 

Yes, the eyes are very important for 
my tattoos because I know the eyes 

sometimes say everything about what 
the person in the portrait is feeling, like 
happiness or sadness, only the eyes can 

express that. That's why the eyes are very 
important for my portraits. I don't have any 
secret for that, I just try to put the subjects 
own story into each of their portraits, and I 
try to interpret realism in my own way.

Not really, I worked in other countries 
for a few years, in conventions and guest 
spots, so most of my clients wanted their 
ideas done in the way I do color reaLism, 
They made my portfolio with those ideas 
composed of icons of western culture and 
yes, I fell in love with them. 



DO YOU DO A LOT OF SUGAR SKULL 
PORTRAITS OF WOMEN? WHY THIS 
PREFERENCE? 

saw one of Nikko Hurtado's works sugar 
skull girls on the internet a few years 

ago. It was a really beautiful style for a 
female's make-up. and I knew about the 

artist ncimed Silvia Ji who paints sugar 

skull girLs styled after the Mexican Day 



of the dead. Both artists were worth 

studying to be able to master the sugar 
skull style. One day I did my first Sugar 

skull girl tattoo on my friend's arm. and 
I posted it on my website. Many people 
contacted me to get the same style. 
I am still realLy enjoying that style. 

It's the most beautifuL make-up style 

I've ever seen for female faces. 



DO YOU CHOOSE COLOR OVER BLACK 

AND WHITE? WHAT'S YOUR PERSONAL 
PREFERENCE? 

I love both actually. They each have 
their own charm, but yes. I prefer color p 
because for me color work is harder than 
bLack and grey. I mean if I make the same 
design in color and in black and grey P color 

will be harder work. I love harder work. 



THERE ARE ELEMENTS OF HORROR THAT 

MAKE YOUR PORTRAITS STRANGE AND 

DISTURBING, WHY DID YOU CHOOSE THESE 
EFFECTS? 

I do that style sometimes. Some are my 
ideas and some are my clients*. Just some 

clients want to get that style. If someone 

brings ideas Like that, we start talking about 
them, and I visualize it all in my head using 

my imagination. It's aLso very fun stuff for 
me + No reason, I just I love that style as well. 



HAS JAPANESE CULTURE GIVEN YOU ANY 
INSPIRATION? 

Yes p we are very different from western 
culture, and more similar with Korean 
culture. We are for example, more respectful 

than western people, but not as friendly as 

them, so I find inspiration from both cultures. 



HAVE YOU PARTICIPATED IN ANY 

CONVENTIONS AROUND THE WORLD? 
WHICH DID YOU LIKE? 

Yes, many. Conventions are a place where 

can pick a Lot of creative energy from other 
artists, and I love to show to people my works 
and hang out with my friends after the show. 



YOUR FAVORITE? 

The London Convention! Great energy! 
It was really different from other 

conventions, I was inspired by many artists 
The London Convention is the only 
convention where I can work with so many 

great artists like Filip leu. Tin Tin. Nikko 
Hurtado.

I quit my shop for a while to travel the world 
and I have a plan to move to Australia next 
year.
